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The Observer Declare and Deploy System (ODDS), was designed by NMFES to
provide vessel owners and captains the ability to log individual fishing trips. Vessel owners
or captains are randomly selected for observer coverage when the user logs a trip into the
ODDS website. Registered vessel owners or captains may either use the ODDS website or
call the call center (AIS) office who can then access the ODDS website for them. The
preferred method for logging trips and using the other features of ODDS, is for users to
directly access the ODDS website. 1f the registered owner of the vessel or captain chooses to
make use of the call center (AIS) office, they can be reached at 1-855-747-6377. For specific
questions about the ODDS Website please refer to the FAQ’s.
